American monitors picked up 


an interesting wireless despatch 
the other day from 
the Domei 


news agency to its clients in the 
Hinterlands. 
It revealed that 


totalitarian political party is in 
the process of formation in Japan 


Probably the dispatch was a lit- 


tle puzzling to most Americans 
who read it. Isn't Japan totali- 
tarian already? Isn't the Jap 
method about 
the same as the 


German — complete government 
control, complete obedience, com- 
plete regimentation 
of thought, 


speech and action? 


The answer seems to be: Funda- 


mentally, yes; superficially, no. 
"The Chief difference seems to be 
that a fiction of free speech and 
representative 
government 
still 


exists in Japan. There was a gen- 
eral election in 1942. Several in- 
dependent members were elected 
to the Diet, although the Imperial 
Rule Assistance Political Society 
tried to nominate all the candi- 
dates. 


On the same day the new total- 


itarian party was announced, Pre- 
mier Koiso had appeared in the 
lower tiouse of the Diet and hear 
Borae sharp criticism of inadequate 
place and munitions production 
from its members. The session 
xead like one of Mr. Churchill's 
heated set-to's in Commons, or an 
congress. 
' But the Japanese version of free 
ipeech in wartime doesn't mean 
much. The 
Diet 
can blow off 


steam, hut it can't do much about 
.government policy or conduct of 
the war. It can't remove the cab- 
inet About the strongest action 
it can take is to refuse to approve 
the budget—if it dares. 


The Japanese government 
is 


largely run. from behind the scenes 
by_ military men and leaders of big 
business and industry. Representa-

Assistance Association, may sit in 
on the councils, but theirs are not 
the decisive voices. 
- Japanese political parties can't 
be compared with our Democrats 


. and Republicans, nor with the nazi 


or fascist type of party. In Ger- 
many, of course, the nazi party is 
the German government 
It 
is 


most unlikely that any totalitarian 


'party in Japan will have even a 


shadow of the nazi organisation's 
powera. 


What then 
will the new Jap 


party accomplish ? Perhaps it will 
help to bolster 
Koiso's position, 


which suffered 3. blow when we 
landed in the Philippines as Tojo's 
did when we landed on Saipan. It

Here are reasons why. 


The Army and Navy combined 


have 51,000 nurses. They need a 
total of 20,000 
more. 
They'll 


have to get them from the 22Z,- 
000, civilian graduate nurses in 
this country. 


Every month the 
Army dis- 


charges back into civilian life for 
various reasons, 250 nurses, the 
Navy 50. 


So, just to keep at 
present 


strength, the services would need 
at least 300 volunteers monthly. 


But 'on Jan. 6 President Roose- 


velt called for a nurse draft be- 
cause efforts to get enough volun- 
teer nurses have failed. 
, 


Example: 
Last April the Army had 40,000 


nurses, wanted 10,000 more, tried 
to recruit them, and in the 
10 


months since April has obtained 
an increase of only 2,000. 


But now, with 42,000 
nurses, 


the Army finds it needs 60,000 
by June 1. 


The Navy has 9,000 nurses but 


needs 2,500 more—for a total of 
11,500—by June 30. 


And—the 85 veterans hospitals, 


with 4,150 nurses, 
need 
3,000 


more.«

The president said: 
Because there is _not enough of 


them, the 
Army's 
nurses 
are 


overworked. One thousand of them 
arc hospitalized themselves. 


At Army hospitals in this coun- 


try there is only one nurse to 
every 26 beds instead of the rec- 
ommended one to 15.

problem with. this information: 


Every day during December' 1,- 


000 sick and wounded servicemen 
reached this country.
